WINTER CARE. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
irish Times, the Garden Correspondent

Damp in the greenhouse at this season is 
only second to actual frost in plant 
damage and loss; hence watering that is 
actually necessary should be done in-the 
morning.

Mr, Sean T. O’ Kel Vice-President of 
the Executive Council and Minister for 
Public Health, in the course of a speech made 
recently at the final opening of a new housing 
scheme at Dun Laoghaire, said that there 
was nothing which interested him more than 
the promotion of housing schemes, and*if he 
oi claim at the end of his period of office 
to have been of any considerable assistance in 
hel “SEA to clear the slum areas of their cities 

towns, and of the insanitary buildings in 
salad areas, he would be most happy. 

Local authorities would receive every en- 
couragement from the Local Government De- 

rtment. There were now, as a result of 

he Act of 1932, a total number of: 11 ,810 
houses being built in various areas through- 
out the country, and he thought that never 
before in the history of Ireland were so 
many houses being built at the same time. 
They were considering almost 20,000 applica- 
tions from private individuals for grants and 
plans put up. 

This was keeping the Housing Department 
busy; but the more urban authorities kept 
them busy with plans and schemes and EI 


building schemes the better pleased the De- 
partment would be.

It was decided to ask the Minister for

would afford space for about 120 houses. 

On representations made by the Cabra’ 
Tenants’ Association the City Manager re- 
commended that, subject to the sanction of 
the Local Government Minister, the Reserve 
Fund be discontinued in the case of any 
tenant who desired to have it abolished—the 
amount already accumulated to be credited to 
the tenant in discharge of current rent or 
arrears now due. As regards the collection 
and book-keeping tharges, the City Manager 
reports that he would seek the City Council’s 
approval to the change, but that it could not, 
under any circumstances, take place before 
the end of the present financial year. 

Similar recommendations were made as re- 
gards the Marino, Croydon Park, Donny- 
carney, Clonliffe areas, Emmet road, Mary 
Land, and the Fairbrothers’ Fields areas.

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The Cement (Customs Duty Undertaking)

“Poteen. 


Among the rumours arising one knows 
' not where, comes the seasonal report that 
our poteen-makers are working overtime 
for the Christmas rush, a report which, if 
true, is likely to be followed by an inten- 
sive crop of arrests. It is a curious thing 
that we are apt to feel a sneaking sym- 
pathy with smuggle:. of all sorts, and the 
poteen-maker gets his share, though his 
traffic is as pernicious as that in dope. 
In the good old days, though, poteen was 
poteen, and beyond potency, not much 
different from the legal article. ‘* Fac- 
tories’? existed under the blind eye of 
authority, and carried on business over 
long periods. In one case the proprietors 
never marketed poteen under seven years 
old. and many gallons matured in the 
fastnesses of Clare around Mount Callan.

he Lord ACayor’s Card. 


The Lord Mayor of Dublin’s Christmas 
card this year is a much mo-e elaborate 
affair than that which he sent round in 
1930 and 1931—the first two years during 
which he has occupied the Mayoral chair. 
This year’s card is oblong, shaped with a 
narrow dark edge. <An-artistic frame ot 
scroll work in blue-grey encloses the 
©’ Byrne crest in red and silver, with the 
motto, Certari et vicí, underneath in 
blue. Blue and red have been used for 
the greeting, in which sincere good wishes 
are sent from the Lord Mayor 1930-1932, 
and the Lady Mayoress for Christmas 1932 
and the New Year. ; 

The Mayoral crest has been an institu- 
tion from the earliest times. On his 
election every Lord Mayor. adopts a Coat 
ei Arms. Alderman Byrne, on his election 
in 1930, as first Lord Mayor of Greater 
Dublin, took the crest of the O'Byrne 
Clan. He, his father and grandfather 
were born in Dublin—all three in the 
parish of St. Laurence O’Toole—and all 
three attended the same school in that 
area. 


The O’Burne Clan: 


It is interesting to note that Greater Dub- 
fin now includes the district of Ranelagh, 
which marks the spot at which the fierce

tribal warfare. Later they settled in the 
mountains of Wicklow, where they became 
a powerful force, It was from their 
mountain fastness that they descended 
upon Dublin, where they remained for 
centuries. 

Alderman Byrne is now the only 
member of the Dail who formerly occupied 
a seat in the House of Commons, where he 
raised a question on every subject under 
the sun, and made his maiden speech an 
hour after he took his seat at West- 
minster. He has ben. Poor Law 
Guardian, Town Councillor, M.P., T.D., 
Senator en and again T.D., repre- 
senting the same division all the time. 


The Duke of Alba. 


The Duke of Alba and Berwick, the 
Spanish grandee, who is now being 
prosecuted by the Republican Government 
cf his country, is a descendant of the 
Duke of Berwick, who was a son of James 
II. by Arabella Churchill, sister of the 
famous Duke of Marlborough. Like his 
celebrated uncle, Berwick took part in the 
military campaign in Ireland in 1689-91, 
but, unlike his uncle, on the Jacobite 
side. It is not, I think, generally known 
that he was wounded at the seige of 
Derry. He was only in his seventeenta 
year when he arrived in Dublin, and was 
given command of a troop of his royal 
father’s Irish Guards. He went .ith 
his father to Derry a; the beginning of 
the siege, captured’ Culmore ‘Fort, which 
commands the River: Foyle, was wounded 
in one of the early ‘sorties made by the 
garrison, and played a leading part before 
the walls and throughout’ Ulster so long 
as the investment lasted. He was, too, 
one of the Generals who advised James, 
but unsuccessfully, to withdraw the be- 
sieging forces. Berwick’s horse was shot 
under him at the Boyne, and after the 
fall of Limerick he distinguished himse'f 
in the French Army, displaying much >f 
his uncle’s military talent, rising to the 
rank of Field-Marshal, and falling 1n 
battle at Philipsburgh in 1734. Taken 
prisoner at Landen in 1695, he was 
brought by his uncle, George Churchill, 
into the presence of the victorious King 
William. It was an awkward moment for 
King and prisoner, and, says a chronicler, 
“the King courteously uncovered, the 
Duke solemnly bowea, and the interview 


ented.” < 
The Dodder Valley. 


I am glad to see that the Dublin Cor- 
poration is about to carry out a necessary 
piece of work by erecting barrages to pro- 
tect residents along the banks of the 
Dodder against the dangers of having 
their homes, and even possibly themselves, 
washed away.

RETURN OF HISLOP AND 
AUSTRAL. 


The amalgamation of British operatic 
interests under the artistic direction of Sir 
Thomas Beecham has particular interest for 
Dublin music-lovers, as two Covent Garden 
opera stars, Joseph Hislop and Florence 
Austral, are to sing at the international 
celebrity concert in the Theatre Royal on 
Saturday next, and early next year Sir 
Thomas Beecham and the London Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra, which is to be used for 
the opera, are to visit Dublin. 

The appearance in concert after some time 
abroad of ‘Florence Austral will demonstrate 
further the versatility of this celebrated 
dramatic soprano. Musical experts predict 
that Miss Austral is destined to become one 
of the principals in the permanent National 
Opera, which is to result from the present 
merger. The success of the. enterprise 15 
dependent in ma measure on the careful 
selection of the leading artists, and conse- 
quently Miss Austral’s popularity and wide 
experience make her inclusion a certainty. . 

Joseph Hislop, though well-known in 
Ireland, has of recent years been engaged in 
operatic activities abroad, and his return in 
company with Miss Austral is an interesting 
feature of a distinctive concert. Ín the 
United States, Italy, France and Finland Mr. 
Hislop is famous as an operatic tenor, but in 
Britain his fame rests chiefly on his ability 
as a concert artist. Paradoxically enough, his 
initial success in Britain was in opera—at 
Covent Garden in 1921—since when his ser- 
vices have been so much in demand in foreign 
opera-houses that Mr. Hislop has only been 
able to undertake concert tours in this 
country. With the formation of a National 
Opera, embodying all that is finest in national 
talent, Mr. Hislop is expected therefore at 
last to come into his own as one of the finest 
operatic tenors Britain has produced. 

Mr. Harold Holt, the director of the 
celebrity concerts, is presenting also on 
Saturday Temianka, the young violinist, 
whose achievements abroad have resulted in 
his inclusion in this series, under the auspices 
of which are presented to our audiences the 
outstanding personalities of the day in the 
world of British and international music.

COLLEGE CLASSICAL, SOCIETY 
MEETING. 


A meeting of the College Classical Society 
was held in the Debating Hall, ay College, 
Dublin, on Tuesday, when Mr. W. H. Hurley, 
B.A., read a paper on “The Greek Novel.’’ 
Mr. Kennedy. F.,T.C.D., presided. 

The essayist pointed out that there was a 
considerable amount of fiction to be found 
even in the classical of Greek litera- 
ture. He referred especially to the travellers’ 
tales in Herodotus, the myths in Plato, and. 
other examples. After giving an account of 
the five complete novels which are extant, he 
passed to a detailed vonsideration of the 
“ Aethiopica’’ as typical of all, and treated 
of the tendency for the same incident to re- 
cur, the credibility of the story, the characteri- 
sation, and the moral outlook. The novel 
arose, he said, when men ceased to be merely 
citizens and became individuals.

But if he amends, and, if this is what he 
really means, why try to endow the people 
with infinite wisdom in every part of their 
being ? | 

He began, I fear unwisely, by comparing 
literature with beer. The le, he says, 
can judge beer, which is made for the 
people’s consumption. Literature is also 
made for the people’s consumption. There- 
fore, they are competent judges. I do not 
expect Mr. Walsh to agree with me when 
I suggest that literature is not made by 
quite so simple a formula as beer, It is true 
there are certain kinds of printed matter 
very popular with the people which are al- 
most as simply standardised in their com- 
position as beer. Mr. Edgar Wallace's 
stories are examples which Mr. Walsh's un- 
erring public are reading by the million. I 
agree that here the formula is almost as 
simple as the formula in the manufacture of 
heer, and one who had only read this pow 
literature might very easily come to the con- 
clusion, as Mr. Walsh has done, that it is as 
easy to judge literature as beer. But possibly 
to Mr. Walsh and myself the word “ litera- 
ture ” has very different meanings. Great 
literature, 1 think, is concerned with spiritual 
and human heights and profundities. It may 
go up to heaven; it may descend into the 
brothel, where there is a ial perversion of 
the spiritual fires. It may incarnate the 
spirit of heroical self-sacrifice or follow the 
spirit of hate until it leads to the oblitera- 
tion through death of what is hated, It 
enters into all moods, into every kind of 
thought, and yet is not of them, but is the 
interpreter, as Shakespeare is when he 
illuminates the transience of passion— 

“ Eternity was in our lips and eyes." 

Or, as Goethe is when the earth spirit 
cries to the heaven-assailing Faust— 
‘*Thou art as the spirit thou conceivest, 

not me.’’ 

Yet Mr. Walsh intimates that great litera- 
ture is not so difficult to Nós so Shine as 
medicine or surgery; medicine is esoteric in 
a sense that literature is not. I say, on the 
contrary, that there are a thousand people 
who can master the craft of surgery for ten 
who can understand Plato, Dante, Shakes- 
peare, or Goethe to their depths; and that 
the preservation and understanding of what 
is great in literature has not been the work 
of the “ people,” but of a very small number 
of persons in every generation who have bent 
their minds upon the discernment and pre- 
servation of the good. Men of letters in 
Ireland would, I think, agree to crown W. B. 
Yeats as the prince of their craft. But would 
not Mr. Walsh’s many-headed chimera, of 
whose judgment he is so assured, infinitely 
“ogee to read Edgar Wallace? Perhaps, if 
le. meditates in a state of less elatidn upon 
the people, Mr. Walsh may come to think 
that to establish an Academy of Letters is 
not. altogether the act of unwisdom he thinks 
it. is.—Yours, etc “A. gz.”

EXPORT OF HORSES TO 


BELGIUM. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 
Sir,—In connection with the letter from 
the Dublin 8.P.C.A. on this subject, which 
appeared in your issue of the 3rd inst., the 
committee of this society desire the following 
and additional points to be adduced :— 
First, since the activities of the Society for 
the Prevention of Old Horse Export, condi- 
tions in Belgium have become considerably 
ameliorated. The first-hand experiences of 
our investigator, who went personally to 
Belgium, are available for the perusal of 
anyone interested. Secondly, a tariff is now 
imposed by the Belgian Government on all 
horses imported from Ireland, and this 
renders it an uneconomic proposition to 
export horses of very low value. Lastly, the 
veterinary inspection at the port has been 
raised to a very high standard, and is rigidly 
enforced. Horses must now not merely be 
able to “ travel without suffering, but must 
be able to “ work without suffering, ' which 
is a very different matter. 
Horse-owners should face the responsibility 
they incur by selling their horses when their 
best days are over and their strength failing. 
and realise the probability of neglect and 
cruelty as they pass from owner to owner, 
decreasing in value and treated accordingly. 
as time goes on. Times are hard and 
sentiment at a discount, but a painless death 
seems the least reward that an old and 
faithful servant is entitled to from a humane 
and right-minded owner.—Yours, etc.,

For two reasons it appears to be right that

‘1. The Established Revoke Penalty :— 
Here criticism brings its heaviest artill 
into play. We are asked—Is it © ag 
that the time-honoured principle that 
revoking side cannot score has been aban- 
doned? Can it be that there are to be cases 
in which the offending side can actually win 
game in the hand? Is it not placing a 

mium on cheating to allow cases to exist 
in which it pays to revoke? In most cases 
these three distinct questions are merged 
into one criticism, and in it there is t 
element of truth which pricks. 

Although it is a thing to moderate 
all penalties to a minimum consistent with 
justice, there are, as all will agree, two con- 
ditions to which they should always con- 
form :—They should not be unnecessarily 
severe, but they should always provide ade- 
uate compensation for the possible injury. 
n the case of the revoke this presents a 
peculiarly difficult position. There certainly 
are cases in which the transfer of two tricks 
does not provide full compensation. There 
are other cases in which it precisely compen- 
sates the injury. If we suggest that neither 
of these groups exceeds one per cent, of the 
entire number, our estimate will probably 
be confirmed from experience by many 
players. Certainly, in a vast majority of the 
cases the two-trick transfer is in itself an 
excessive remedy. More often than not 
there is really no injury to compensate; this 
is certainly the case where no trick is col- 
lected by the offending side after its revoke. 

Justice demanded the new provision which 
abolishes penalty where no subsequent. tricks 
are won, and halves it where only one is so 
won; it does much to reduce the excessive 
penalties. 

Justice also demanded abandonment of the 
additional penalty which wi out such 
score as remained to the offending side (other 
than honour score), We would remind any 
who doubt this latter statement that we are 
now concerned with games in which only 
one side can attain trick score, and that this 
part of the penalty has become grossly in- 
equitable, a sit presses at least ten times as 
heavily on one side as on the other. 


INADEQUATE 
COMPENSATION. 


Let us now return to group 1, where the 
compensation is admittedly inadequate. Small 
in numbers as this group is, it is certainly 
of great importance, especially in the con- 
tract game, A case from actual play was cited 
in Lhe Times of 5th November where the 
injury inflicted on a declarer by an 
opponent’s accidental revoke indoubtedly 
exceeded the compensation by 1,750 points. 
And, as our old law about restoring a miss- 
ing card to a hand remains in force, cases 
can arise under it in which a perfectly 
innoeent revoke inflicts injury vastly in excess 
of the compensation. But let it be noted 
here that the old law fails as badly as the 
new in these cases; that the need for more 
adequate protection has long been felt, and 
that one item of protection has now been 
provided—an opponent can challenge the play 
and call for a careful search. As the acci- 
dental revokes can be eliminated by the help 
of this provision, intentional revokes can 
virtually be rendered impracticable. But this 
does not help in cases where a missing card 
is restored under Law 49, and flagrant in- 
justice can arise in these cases. 

Can anyone suggest a good way of im- 
proving this long-standing defect without 
making the penalty unduly severe in other 
cases? The old remedies are useless for this 
purpose: a new one must be sought. One, 
which suggested itself too later for oral dis- 
cussion, is submitted for consideration: cor- 
respondence by cable proved inadequate for 
removing fears in connection with its applica- 
tion. é proposal is to add to Sub-section 
(5) of Law 55 the words “ and, if a revoke 
is disclosed in later play, may then demand 
such substitution.’’ It would probably be 
necessary to provide that the substitution 
shall not affect the revoke penalty, or the 
ownership of the quitted trick, or render the 
offender liable to a further revoke penalty 
for any lea or play made during the 
interval. 

2. The Grand Slam Premiums.—There is 
weight in the criticism which condemns 
awarding a premium equal to 24 average 
rubbers to the side which bids and wins a 
grand slam. .This certainly enhances the 
gambling element in the contract game, 
especially as it will induce some players to 
risk | ya penalties than are now incurred 
in order to rob their opponenta of such great 
gains. It is suggested that it Fá a a 
game designed to give skill a larger place 
than luck; that it will make the game too 
risky for many players, and that the punish- 
ment it inflicts on a side to which no winners 
are dealt is altogether excessive. Some 
— also say that it will destroy the 
value of duplicate contests so far as the con- 
tract game is concerned, and certainly, when 
luck can give an advantage of 5,000 or even 
4,000 points to a side which has been for- 
tunate in the opponent’s blind lead, or even 
to a side which has selected the less probable 
road to success, such contests cannot be said 
to give a true comparison of the skill of the 
players. 


A SCORING SCHEME, 


It has been generally agreed that it was 
necessary to correct a scoring scheme which 
required every grand slam bidder to lay odds 
of more than two to one on his success. The 
important question is: Could this correction 
have been made in some less objectionable 
way! The plan of allowing the side which 
has bid a grand slam and failed but 
has made a small siam to score the 
small slam premium, while, of course, 
suffering the penalties of failure, is offered 
for discussion, It mimkes no change in the 
old grand slam premiums, but has precisely 
the same effect in correcting the odds. We 
invite British players to express their opinions 
on the merits of the objection “ that it trans- 
gresses a basic principe of the contract 
game.”

rence to the principle peculiar to the con- 
tract games—that principle denies the privilege 
of scoring certain points to those who have 
not the courage or resource to bid for them.

THE UNDERBID LAW. 


(4) Does not the new underbid law reward 
rather than penalise the offence? Does it not 
lend itself to abuse and encourage sharp 
practice? 

Our old penalties have served well in the 

auction game, and for it they are retained ; 
but the contract principle makes them 
a excessive. The injury which claims 
a dy is that the offender has given in- 
formation to his partner without raising his 
bid to the level which entitled him to give 
such information: the law enables the other 
side to preclude the partner from making any 
use of this information in the auction— 
surely a peculiarly appropriate remedy. Where 
it is the offending side which holds the game- 
winning cards, it also imposes on the offender 
the task of selecting their final bid without 
any further help from his partner. In other 
cases this “‘last chance’’ factor may lead 
him into a disastrous plunge. Cais, the 
remedy is inadeguate ; om in this case, it 
would still be so if penalising intentional 
underbids were a of the purpose. 
_ (5) May not the right to prohibit an open- 
ing lead from a suit under Law 43 (a), ii., 
sometimes enable a player to bid and make 
a grand slam? 

e answer is in the affirmative, and we 
thank this critic, but we are ready to lay 
him a shade of odds that the combination of 
circumstances under which this case can arise 
will not occur until the time for a revision 
of the laws has arrived. 


DECLARER AS DUMMY. 


(6) Why this revolutionary provision in 
Law 46 (3) whereby a declarer may become 
dummy ? 

For more than one player to be mistaken 
as to who is the declarer is an occurrence 
rggpaend unknown in the auction game; 

ut, Owing to certain calling conventions, it 
does sometimes happen in the contract game 
that the wrong em makes the opening 
lead, and the declarer, regarding his partner 
as the declarer, spreads his cards on. the 
table. Obviously this mistake cannot be 
corrected, unless it is discovered at quite an 
early stage, and this provision simply fulfils 
the necessary duty of defining when it 
ceases to be correctable. The law does not 
(as has been suggested) impose a penalty ; it 
simply says how long a self-imposed penalty 
shall be removable; and there are obvious 
reasons against allowing correction when the 
play has proceeded beyond the point given. 

(7) Why have honour premiums been re- 
tained? Why have overtrick prer’ums been 
retained ? 

Yes, the honour premiums do operate to 
enhance the rewards accorded to the luck 
and to reduce the proportion which skill 
plays in the game. But, incidentally, the 
temptation to give undue weight to honours 
In the calling brings in an interesting feature 
which operates a little in the other direction. 
Is there any general desire to abolish this 
premium ? 

The proposal to do away with overtrick 
premiums is of a converse order. The argu- 
ment for it is, that to give any reward for 
tricks that are not bid transgresses the basic 
principle of the contract games. To comply 
with this proposal would be to reduce very 
drastically the sphere allotted to skill. Good

COMPLICATION. 


_ (8) Are the scoring amendments sufficiently 
important to warrant so much extra com- 
plication ? 

One change tells for complication—it was 
easier to score all undoubled overtricks at 50 
than to give them their respective trick 
values. But three of the changes tell for 
simplification and the other tells neither one 
way nor the other. The new undertrick 
penalties are as easy to enter and much 
easier to remember: had they been changes 
from the new to the old, would they not 
fairly be regarded as complicating? © The 
abolition of the made contract premium is a 
simplification, which also eases the memory. 
siving tricks in no trumps alternate values of 
59 and 40 reduces by fully 40 per cent. the 
number of marks which have to be made on 
the score sheet.

THE TRAGEDY OF 
CROATIA. 


EFFECTS OF SERBIAN 


DICTATORSHIP. 


HE political situation in the Danubian 
ia countries was the subject oí a lecture 

given, under the auspices of the League 
of Nations'. Society oí Ireland, at the Pea- 
cock Theatre, Dublin, yesterday, by Dr. A. 
Koshutich, former Minister for Public Works, 
Yugoslavia, and Secretary of the Croatian 
Peasants’ Party. — Dr. Ciel Provost of 
Trinity College, Dublin, presided. 

Dr. Koshutich said that the problems of 
the Danubian countries were particularly 
vital, as the outcome might affect every 
country in Europe. It was of the problems 
of that part of the Continent in which 
Originated the Great War, which had resulted 
in the creation of several new States in that 
part of Europe, that he would treat, but 
particularly of the position of Croatia. 

Having referred to various new States, he 
said that the crux of the situation in Central 
Europe was to be found in that southern 
part where the great Powers in 1918 had 
created a new State out of the three Slavonic 
nations—Serbs, Croats and Slovenes. When 
the next European war broke out—a war 
already forecast by the —highly-charged 
political atmosphere—it would be in the same 
region as in 1914. 


o the Kingdom of the Serbs, Croats and 
Slovenes three years ago the name of Yugo- 
slavia was given by an arbitrary decree of 
the Serbian King-Dictator. To-day there 
was in that State no freedom of speech, no | 
freedom of the Press, no . Constitution. 
Primary human rights did not exist. 

Yugoslavia was practically an absolute 
monarchy, the only one of its kind in 
existence in Europe to-day. All power was 
vested in the hands of the King, 
who had the right to appoint the 
Cabinet of Ministers, who were responsible 
to him alone. Croatia and Serbia had 
never been subject to such psychological and 
moral estrangement as at present. The 
tragedy and irony of the whole thing was 
that the Croats had had their national and 
State rights wrested from them. just after 
the hn sa sa by the Allies of the prin- 
ciple of self-determination. 

iinchedilin the lecturer described the per- 
secution of the Croatian people by the Serbs, 
their parliamentary struggles, and the estab- 
lishment of the Royal Dictatorship in 1928. 
The task which the King of Serbia assumed 
appeared very simple to his military and 
autocratic mind—the Croat leaders would be 
displaced, the name of Croatia would dis- 
ampear, the Croat political organisation would 
be destroyed, the country flooded with in- 
numerable decrees, and the people subjected 
to military force. 


PROHIBITIONS. 

The Royal Dictatorship prohibited the use 
of the Croatian national flag in Croatia as 
an anti-State symbol. The gendarmes 
desecrated the grave of the national hero, 
Radich; in the school books the Croatian 
language was corrupted and altered by the 
use of the Serb dialect and orthography, 
Croatian history was reduced to a few pages. 

The Dictatorship was pursuing matters in 
the economic sphere, so as to involve the 
pauperisation of the Croats and weaken their 
national resistance. The police were 
omnipotent, and decided all matters of 
internal administration. The Dictatorship was 
led by the military element, which was exclu- 
sively Serbian. Priscntre were subjected to 
torture. The police assumed the functions cf 
the courts. 

As the Croatians were deprived of all their 
State, national, ‘political and human rights, 
it was quite natura] that the Croat nation 
should be firmly convinced that a State where 
all that was possible had no right to further 
existence. Serbia must recognise the State 
sovereignty of Croatia, which had been taken 
from her by force and fraud. 

The Croats had always followed with the 
greatest interest and admiration the struggles 
of the Irish peasant nation, and now that 
the time had come for Croatia to plead its 
cause before the bar of mankind's justice he 
felt that the Irish would be among the first 
to give ear to her plea and advance her cause 
héisté those international tribunals where 
they now had a free voice.

Position of Girl's Body. 


Professor and Suggestion 
Of Suicide. 


Professor J. §. Young, Professor of Patho- 
logy at Queen’s University, Belfast, was 
called to give evidence at the resumed trial at 
Downpatrick yesterday of Harold Curtney 
(23), a motor driver, of Church street, Dun- 
gannon, who is charged with the murder ol 
Miss Minnie Reid (25), a domestic servant, 
whose dead body, with the throat cut, was 
found lying in a dense undergrowth of laurel 
bushes in a lonely lane near Derryane Lake, 
in County Atmagh, on August 3 last, a week 
after her disappearance. 

Evidence had been given by Head Con- 
stable Gosnel! (Portadown) regarding the dis- 
covery of an open razor thirteen feet from 
where the body lay. 

Professor Young, having given evidence of 
carrying out a post-mortem examination, said 
that, in his opinion, death had taken place 
three to five days before. The maximum 
depth of the throat wound was, perhaps, two 
inches. With a sharp instrument the stroke 
need not have been severe. ®@

Manchuria and the League. 


The League of Nations has taken a long 
time to make up its mind on the 
Manchurian issue, but opinion appears to 
be crystallising at last. None of the great 
Powers has delivered judgment so far— 
the Powers must weigh their words with 
the utmost care—but four smaller States 
have laid their views before the Assembly 
of the League. The Irish Free State 
spoke strongly on behalf of China's 
case on Tuesday, and yesterday the 
Spanish, Czechoslovakian and Swedish 
delegates added their voice to hers. A 
resolution was submitted, bearing their 
joined signatures, which indicated that 
four States, at all events, were firm in 
their judgment of the situation. . The 
resolution held that Japan’s establish- 
ment of Manchukuo as a separate State 
was not a legitimate action of self-defence 
or a spontaneous movement; that the 
general situation was inconsistent with tho 
Covenant of the League, the Kellogg Pact 
and the Nine-Power Treaty; and that the 
Governments of the United States and 
Russia ought to have a voice in the 
League’s deliberations on Manchuria. 
There is little doubt that these views will

Unless the League definitely contravenes 
the findings of the Lytton Commission, it 
must take the view that Japan has acted 
unlawfully. Yesterday Sir John Simon 
examined the case from every side. He 
did not discriminate against Japan; on 
the contrary, he quoted al] the arguments 
that might tell in her favour. Japan, 
said Sir John Simon, had not committed 
an unpardonable sin that cast her at once 
from the comity of nations; sufficient 
stress was not being laid on the Chinese 
boycott of Japanese goods or on the 
deplorable conditions in Manchuria 
which had provoked drastic action by 
Japan. Nevertheless, Sir John Simon 
could not deny that the dispute was not 
being settled in the fashion prescribed by 
Geneva. The fact remains that Japan is 
not content, in accordance with her 
pledged bond, to leave the final decision 
with the League of Nations;; and the 
problem has ceased to be an issue between 
China and Japan. It is now a question 
whether the structure which men have 
striven for ten years to build shall, or 
shal] not, be demolished at a single blow ; 
for no fact is more certain than that the 
continued existence or the instant fall of 
the League of Nations depends upon ‘ts 
conduct cf this Manchurian affair. The 
issue would be just the same if Liberia 
and Latvia, rather than China and 
Japan, vere the protagonists. It has 
become a matter of vital principle. 

Nobody is certain of Russia’s attitude to 
the quarrel... She is the hereditary foe of 
Japan, but she may be ready to side at any 


** conciliation 


moment with her old foe if Geneva, while 
admitting Japan’s guilt, forbears to take 
the prescribed course of action. Every 
instant increases the danger ; for tempers 
are high in Tokyo, and there is a growing 
disposition to sneer at the League as an 
association of charitable statesmen, with 
no more lofty ambition than elaborate 
lectures on the duties of nations in 
a brighter and better world. Thus far, 
indeed, the League has produced little 
evidence to the contrary. Is has inspired 
several admirable reforms; it has done 
much to cripple the drug and the white 
slave traffic, and its statistical surveys are 
models of their kind; but it has refused 
to take a firm stand in any important 
issue between the nations. Now the test 
is being applied. If Geneva handles the 
Sino-Japanese issue with statesmanlike 
firmness, her waning prestige will be 
restored, and for the first time the 
League will be recognised as a potent— 
indeed, as a supreme—force in world 
affairs. If Geneva fails, only one conclu- 
sion will be possible—that international 
jealousies and suspicions, diplomatic 
evasions, and racial hatreds have been 
too strong for an illusory spirit of uni- 
versal brotherhood. 


American Finances.

incomes exceeding 5,000 dollars has fallen 
by 27 per cent.; these citizens now pay 
234,000,000 dollars in income tax, or 50 
per cent. less than they were paying two 
years ago. The net incomes of this class 
have fallen from 16,299,000,000 dollars in 
1928 to 6,589,000,000 dollars in 1931; and 
a further decline is anticipated. Business 
partnerships, which in 1928 yielded 
3,291,000,000 dollars, yielded only 
1,236,000,000 dollars last year, and they, 
too, have yet to reach the nadic of their 
fortunes. Mr. Ogden Mills foreshadows 
taxation on a new and broader basis, 
and clearly something drastic must be 
done. Some of the measures which 
probably will) be taken by the Roosevelt 
Administration are being canvassed 
widely. There is likely to be a manu- 
facturers’ tax of two and a quarter per 
cent. on all products except foodstuffs ; 
civil servants’ salaries will be reduced by 
eleven per cent.; there will be a “cut” 
in the amount of money that is devoted at 
present to the veterans of the Great War, 
and the existing tax of one cent a gallon 
on petrol will be maintained. Americans 
are prone to lecture Europe on her bills 
for armaments. This year the United 
States Navy will cost 356,000,000 
dollars, of which nearly 39,000,000 dollars 
will be spent on new construction, No 
fewer than 375 new aeroplanes will be 
built, and, generally, the stringency of 
the national finances will not be allowed 
to interfere with the fighting forces. 
Americans’ expenditure on armaments is 
their own affair, but they are in no posi- 
tion to sneer at Europe. Their finances 
are in a bad way, which will not be 
improved by the receipt of more gold from 
Britain next week; and, if there is any 
statesmanship. left in Washington, Mr. 
Roosevelt's Government will realise that 
the War debts are at the bottom of all 
America’s difficulties.

Warren Hastings. 


When the bicentenary of the birth of 
Warren Hastings was celebrated this 
week, a wreath from the Secretary of 
State for India was laid on his monument 
at Westminster Abbey; three former 
Viceroys of India attended a public meet- 
ing in his honour; and the Government 
announced «its readiness so to amend the 
tablet which records his trial at West- 
minster Hall that it will commemorate 
also his acquittal. So time has vindicated 
the fame of Britain’s first and greatest 
Governor-General in India. It has for- 
given his abuses of power and has cleared 
his character from the slanders of party 
faction and the poisonous malice of Sir 
Philip Francis. Warren Hastings, like 
Clive, rose from the humblest rank of the 
Eastern Service to be the maker of British 
India. In’ the first place, he created 
government out of anarchy: “‘ the whole 
organisation,” says Macaulay, ‘‘ by which 
justice was dispensed, revenue collected, 
peace maintained, was formed and super- 
intended by him.” In the next place, 
having made British India, Warren 
Hastings, by his unaided effort, and in 
constant warfare with the members of his 
own Council, saved it from destruction. 
At a time when the American Colonies 
were being lost, when Ireland was in 
revolt, and when three Powers were 
attacking Britain in Europe, he made for 
her, and held for her, a new.Empire in 
the East. He achieved these ends through 
a burning faith in his cause, indomitable 
courage and resource, a high-handed dis- 
regard of vacillating Governments at 
home and a fearless readiness to face its 
consequences. This bicentenary, with its 
memories and its moral, falls fittingly in 
a year when British India stands on the 
hazardous brink of _ self-government. 
Would the ghost of Warren Hastings 
agree—as the Marquis of Reading thinks 
that it would agree—that the Round- 
Table Conference is ‘‘ perfecting his 
work?’’ We wonder. It was his ‘‘ work- 
ing principle '” to share with the Indian 
peoples “ the privileges of our own 
Constitution, where they are capable of 
partaking of them consistently with their 
other rights and the welfare of the State.’’ 
He never asserted England’s racial 
superiority, but he held that English 
control must be fixed am the very basis of 


. Indian life. 


Lord Reading may be right, 
but we are very sure that, if Warren 
Hastings had been Viceroy of India 
during the last five years, the course of 
Indian history in those years would 
have been otherwise—and better. 


Street Names. 


A correspondent of The Times makes 
two suggestions in regard to London’s 
streets, which. are equally, applicable to 
the streets of Dublin. In the first place, 
he says, why cannot a street be called by 
one name throughout its entire length? 
Baker street, for example, is “ called 
something else at a point where its name 
should be specially prominent.” The 
correspondent’s plea is advanced almost 
entirely on behalf of motorists, but 
pedestrians suffer quite as frequently from 
this curious division of a long street. How 
many people, for example, who have lived 
in Dublin for years know precisely where 
Great George's street ceases to be Great 
George’s street and becomes Aungier 
street? Confusion is worse confounded 
when Aungier street merges into Wexford 
street, and the long highway subsequently 
comprises Camden street (lower and 
upper) and Richmond street. There are 
many similar cases in Dublin. On the 
other hand, there is the very sensible 
practice exemplified in the South Circular 
road, which calls itself by one name 
throughout its considerable length, adding 
the sub-divisions in brackets—for instance, 
South Circular road (Portobello); a 
similar: practice is recommended for 
London by the correspondent of The 
Times. His second point, however, is still 
more valuable. Street names very often 
are placed in absurd positions, in which it 
is almost impossible to read them. They 
are much too high to be of any value to 
traffic. So far as Dublin is concerned, we 
can add that they are usually too time- 
worn and weather-beaten to be legible 


without extreme difficulty. New signs : 


they ought to be kept in proper order.

PROVISIONS OF THE NEW 
LEGISLATION, 


The bill providing for the acceptance by the 
Government of the Muckross estate at Kil- 
larney, which has been given to the Free 
State Government by Senator A. Rose Vin- 
cent, of Muckross, and Mr. William Bowers 
Bourn, was circulated yesterday evening. 

It sets forth “‘the grateful acceptance of 
the generous gift,’’ and states that the estate 
shall be used as a national park, under the 
name of the Bourn-Vincent Memorial Park. 

The Minister for Finance is empowered to 
enter into possession of the park on December 
ól next, and the Commissioners of Public 
Works. are given power to appoint park con- 
stables, gamekeepers, water bailiffs, workmen 
and servants for the maintenance of the 
estate. 

A supplementary agreement provides that 
the Government shall purchase from Senator 
Vincent for £8,000 the furniture and effects 
of .Muckross House, and the farming imple- 
ments, fishing gear and live stock on the 
premises, together with certain leasehold pro- 
perty.

By an error it was stated in yesterday’s 
Trish Times that the earnings of the estates 
for a year were estimated at £63,375. This

SUBMARINE M 9. 


SALVAGE EFFORT FAILS. 


The third attempt to raise~ submarine 
M 2 has failed, and, unless the Admiralty 
decide to renew its efforts next sumer, 
M 2 must be regarded as for ever lost. A 
conference will review the subject at the 
Admiralty to-day; but any further effort 
to refloat the submarine is regarded as 
improbable. 

Yesterday's failure was due to the fact 
that the stern of M 2 rose before the bows. 
Everything had been planned on. the 
assumption that the bows would rise first 
to the-surface at a slight angle to the 
stern, so that the water in the submarine 
might be forced out by means of air pres- 
sure or through holes in the bottom of the 
aft compartments. 

Later in the afternoon, however, her 
stern appeared above the surface, her bows 
dropped, and she hung with her aft end 
upward in the heaving sea. Further 
pumping failed to raise the bows, and it 
was decided to let M 2 settle once more on 
the bottom, so that the pontoons may be

QUESTION OF FREE BEDS.

‘TS new Hospitals Bill which was in- 

troduced in the Dail yesterday will, 
it is understood, make important changes 
in the Hospital Badepelates Act now in 
operation. It has been found that the 
law, as it stands, needs tightening up in 
various respects, 

The title of the new bill describes it 
as an Act for the granting of powers 
to enable funds to be raised by means of 
abs pe and drawings of prizes for the 
benefit of hospitals, homes, sanatoria and 
nursing organisations, and to provide for 
the disposal and application of the funds 
so raised; and also to make provision for 
the general improvement and co-ordina- 
tion of the facilities made available to 
the public by such institutions and or- 
ganisations as aforesaid, and to provide 
for divers matters connected therewith, 
and to make such amendments of the law 
&, may be. necessary. 


FREE BEDS IN HOSPITALS. 


It will be remembered that on the second 
reading of the Hospitals (Amendment) 
Bill brought in by ic T. Murphy in 
October Jast,. Dr. ard, the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary for Local Government 
promised to bring in a Government 
measure to meet some of the points raised 
in that bill. On ti.at occasion it was com- 
plained that in certain hospitals which 
had benefited from the sweepstakes poor 
persons unable to pay were not given 
treatment. i 

Dr. Ward pointed out that allocations 
vere made on the understanding that 25 
per cent. of the beds would be available 
to the poor. There was, however, no 


statutory power to ensure this provision. 
I‘ is probable that this will be one of the 
matters dealt with in the new bill. It 
may, however, be found necessary to in- 
troduce many other new features. 

The text of the bill will, it is hoped, be 
circulated during the recess. 


ROAD TRAFFIC BILL.

THIRD PARTY INSURANCE 
COMPULSORY. 


The Road Traffi: Bill introduced yester- 
day in the Dail is entitled an Act to 
amend and consolidate the law relating io 
mechanically propelled vehicles, the regu- 
lation and contro! of road traffic, and the 
use of mechanically propelled vehicles for 
the carriage of passengers, to make pro- 
vision for compulsory insurance against 
liabilities arising from negligent driving 
of mechanically propelled vehicles, and to 
make provision for other matters. 

The new bill will be in its general pro- 
visions the same as that introduced dur- 
ing the late Government’s term of office. 
It makes third party insurance com- 
pulsoty on all motor vehicles, regulates 
‘bus and road traffic generally, and gives 
inside powers of supervision to the police.

Arriving off Cork Harbour yesterday 
afternoon eight hours behind schedule

States liner President Harding, which is 
expected in Cork Harbour from the Conti- 
nent to-morrow (Friday). 

For the past two days a strong south- 
easterly gale and heavy seas have been 
experienced on the County Cork coast, 
and a number of outgoing coasters from 
Cork have ben sheltering in Cork 
Harbour awaiting better weather. 


BARGE CAPTAIN DROWNED. 


A gale round the coast of England and 
in the Irish Sea seriously interfered with 
hipping yesterday. 
: ke Hoctén Reawh, eleven miles from 
Cromer, the skipper of a London motor 
barge, The Lynceus, was drowned when 
only sixty yards from the North Norfolk 
coast yesterday afternoon after his vessel 
was blown ashore.

BRITAIN AND THE

APOLOGY DEMANDED. 


Captain Ramsay (Conservative, West 
Bromwich), in the House of Commons 
yesterday, asked the Foreign Secretary 
whether the Government had fully con- 
sidered the report of the British 
Ambassadér in Moscow. concerning the 
instructions recently issued by the Third 
International to the British Communist 
Party to form nuclei in military units and 


payment of rents and taxes and urganise a 
general strike. 

Mr. Eden (Under-Secretary, Foreign 
Office)—His Majesty's Government have 
fully considered the reports which have 
been received from the British Ambassador 
in Moscow on this matter, as well as the 
allegations made on November 13 last by 
t.e Soviet newspaper I/svestia that the 
Foreign Office had instructed their agents 
to furnish documents, real or bogus, 
establishing a connection between the 
Soviet Government and the Communist 
International. As a result the Foreign 
Secretary (Sir John Simon) requested the 
Soviet Ambassador to come and see him on 
November 28 last, and pointed out to His 
Excellency that various matters of diffi- 
culty and complexity, especially in regard 
to trade between the Soviet Union and this 
country, would shortly arise for discus- 
sion between the two Governments, If th» 
Soviet Government wished these matters 
to be discussed in the usual manner as 
between Governments in friendly rela- 
tions, they must apologise -for the 
language in the /svestia article, and also 
take steps to ensure that no further state- 
ments of the kind referred to in the ques- 
tion would be made in future. 

It was emphasised to the Ambassador 
that future indulgence in these tactics 
would only confuse the issue as between 
commercial negotiations and: propaganda, 
and rendef the former, which should be 
treated on their merits, impossible to con- 
clude. The Foreign Secretary added that, 
as his previous assurance on behalf of His 
Majesty's Government had been ignored, 
he would repeat finally and categorically 
that the policy of the Government was to 
promote trade relations on a permanent 
and stable basis, and that they expected 
the Soviet Government to state clearly in 
their reply to these negotiations what is 
their policy towards this country.

MR. COSGRAVE PLEADS 
FOR PEACE, 


By Our Speciat REPRESENTATIVE. 


HE accumulated sins of a session were 
laid at the door of the Government 
when the Dail last night debated the 
motion for adjournment until February, 
and not the least of them was their sin 
of omission in failing to deal with the 
latest aspect of organised terrorism with 
which the Free State has been confronted. 
The Government's inaction in face of 
the active “ Boycott British ” campaign 
was raised by Mr. Cosgrave, who 
demanded that steps should be taken to 
see that traders were subject to no inter- 
ference in regard to goods which they were 
legally entitled to stock. ‘‘ Let us be 
honest with ourselves,” he urged, in con- 
trasting the Government's complaisance 
in relation to this movement with their 
policy in granting tariff preferences to 
British imports. 

It was Mr. Blythe, however, who dealt 
most trenchantiy with the question. He 
began with an attack on the Minister for 
Justice for refusing to meet a deputation 
of licensed vintners to discuss their 
grievance. 


GANG OF BULLIES. 


“It is an intolerable thing.” Mr. 
Blythe continued, “ that people carrying 
on their business should be terrorised by 
an organised gang of bullies, and nothing 
done to protect them. It should not be 
possible for this campaign to be carried 
on openly, as though it were a perfectly 
legitimate thing, and not a tyrannical 
interference with the rights of citizens. I 
know there are difficulties, but if the 
Government couple energetic action with 
the clear pronouncements that should 
come from them, they would have the 
support of the people generally.” 

Pointing out the permanent economic 
injury which might result to the country 
from an unchecked campaign of this sort, 
Mr. Blythe suggested that it would result 
in such bad feeling that, if there were a 
settlement to-morrow with Britain, it 
would take a long time to get rid of that 
feeling. 

If the Opposition were noping for any 
satisfaction on the point from Mr.

BOYCOTT CAMPAIGN CONDEMNED

Mr. COSCRAVE said that the Dail was 
adjourning for over a month, and it was 
adjourning at a time when the position of 
the national economy of the country was In 
a very serious, but not dangerous, state. Up 
to a short time ago they had a fairly sound 
national economy here, but they were at the 
moment in the throes of an economic conflict 
which was diminishing and reducing consider- 
ably the revenue from their principal in- 
dustry in thé State—agriculture. The effects 
ot that economic war was being felt not alone. 
by the agricultural community, but by the 
other sections of the State. It would be 
impossible to estimate what the actual losses 
were in a great many cases or what the 
potential losses might be. Agriculture hao 
been Jately attacked on two sides—the ex- 
ports and the increase in the expenses of the 
industry. The result of these two attacks 
had been such that while the immediate 
effect of the blow was felt by the agricul- 
turalists themselves their reactions had been 
felt all down the line, and employment had 
been affected throughout the entire State. 


BOYCOTT CAMPAIGN. 


There was no doubt that unemployment, 
want and poverty had increased. That was 
evidenced by the numbers receiving and the 
cost of home assistance throughout the 
country. They had now growing up a certain 
section of people here who were interest- 
ing themselves in the policy: | Boycott 
British Goods.’’ This countrys mail 
market was in Great Britain, and the 
main source of the wealth of this country 
was there. This country was one of Great 
BRritain’s best customers, and the national 
economy of all countries was such that few 
countries could expect to export and to escape 
importing. That certain section of the people 
who were calling for the boycott of British 
goods—he understood that one of the persons 
most prominently identified with the move- 
ment was an Englishwoman—had, as reported 
in the Press, given instructions to certain 
traders warning them against stocking British 
goods. He thought that it was the duty of 
the Government in such cases to see that 
steps were taken to ensure that there would 


' be no interference in respect of traders here 


stocking goods and doing business according 
to law. If they wanted to prohibit certain 
goods from entering this country, let them 


do it according to law. 
AUSTRALIA’S GAIN, 


Mr. COSGRAVE mentioned that Axus- 
tralia’s exports to Great Britain had virtuaily 
doubled in respect of mutton, and had in- 
creased by two-and-a-half times in respect of 
bntter--articles which were in competition 
with Free State goods in the British market. 
The other Dominion countries had their own 
great financial liabilities, and yet they had 
met ihem in a way in which they almost 
deluged the British market. They were 
<irawing from the British market much more 
piney than might be expected, while the 
Free” State, by its methods, allowed its 
wealth to be curtailed and its pro- 
dnction to be interfered with, The Free 
Siete Government was spending much 
money in an attempt to _ vindicate 
its pre-election promises, but it had failed 
to vindicate itself in the really important 
maiters. Thev had failed in the fundamental 
policy of rebuilding on a sounder foundation, 
on a better foundation—the national economy 
of the State. If they compared the present 
wealth and the potentialities of the country 
with what it had been in the past they 
would find what a great difference had re- 
suited. 

Mr. Cosgrave then read figures which 
showed that in October of last year there 
were 80,000 people drawing home assistance, 
as compared with 102,000 in October of the 
present year. “That. was a danger signal, and 
he asked what was going to be done about 
it. In respect of the taxation that had been 
imposed this year, he asked had the Govern- 
ment taken advice as to the possible results 
of their policy.

FIRST ESSENTIAL. 


Thev had had their political experiments, 
and their political difference, continued Mr 
Cosgrave, but on one thing there should he 
agreement—that was the measure of contri- 
bution that could be given from all sections 
towards the -re-stabilisation of the pation!)

If they 
could save sémething of the five millions and 
get their trade and extent it, 
would have done well. The sooner the 
Government. ended the war the better, and 
ther would end it when they saw light and 
wisdom. 

Mr. D. MORRISSEY (Indpt. Labour. 
Tipperary) said that there were at least 50 
per cent. fewer unemployed twelve months 
ago than there were to-day. What, he asked, 
was Fianna Fail's plans for redueing the 
80.000 unemployed persons whom the mem- 
bers of the Government promised to find 
emplorment for? 

Was it. he asked, a fact that the Minister 
for Tieferce had issused an order that no 
Bass’ a'e was to be supplied in the military 
canicens, and if the Minister had not issued 

order had anybody else done so? 
4. CURRAN (Lab,, Dublin Co.)

GOVERNMENT’S DUTY. 
Mr. BLYTHE (C. na nG., Monaghan) said 


that the traders who were warned not to 
geil Pass uie had asked the Minister for 
Justice to receive a deputation from them, 
and the Minister had refused. If the Go- 
vernment did not take steps to stop this 
boycott campaign it would be understood that 
it was being carried on with their conni- 
Yance. 

Continuing, Mr. BLYTHE said that the 
refusai of the Government to arbitrate or 
negotiate had brought things to such a state 
thet within twelve months not only would 
ther have widespread bankruptcy, but they 
would have suffering end hardship on the 
whole community that many deputies failed 
to realise. 

Income tax was bound, in view of the 


vield of income in the present year, to be 
down very seriously in the year commencing 
April 6th next. If the Minister for Finance 
were to keep up the revenue, he would have 
to increase the rate, and the reaction would 
be the removal of people from the eountry, 
which would rob him of the result of any 
such increase, 

Mr, DAVIN (Labour, Leix-Offaly) said that 
it ill became members of the late Government 
to broadcast to the world outside that the 
country was. worse off than. any other 
country. There was far Jess crime. committed 
in the country during the past year than 
was committed in any-large $ity in America 
or-in-any other part of the world. . 

He ventured to suggest to the Ministry 
that tariffs alone vedi not build up a new 
economic structure. He hoped that the 
Minister would see his way, if necessary, 
to set up a small committee, or commission, 
to examine into their present banking 
institutions, and devise some means whereby 
the new economic structure which they had 
in view could be: built up inside a shorter 
period than it could under the existing bank- 


ing policy. 
MINISTER’S REPLY. 


Mr. SEAN MacENTEE,. Minister for 
Finance, said that they were engaged in a 
dispute with ag on which great issues 
hung. In Irish history there had not been a 
greater issue raised than was now being 
raised on the land annuities. The Free State 
Government was in a much stronger position 
than Britain was in relation to America, for 
the Free State maintained that she was 
under no obligation to pay. Mr. Blythe’s pro- 
posal that the Free State should keep a 
deposit account for the convenience of the 
British Customs authorities was not only 
fantastic, but was malignant and mischiévous. 
If Deputy Cosgrave was sincere in what he 


said about co-operation -he should take. his 
place behind the Government, which was 
fighting to retain the annuities. That co- 
operation would be warmly received by them, 
but that was not what was offered. If there 
was to be a settlement with Great Britain :t 
‘would not be a secret settlement. They had 
eagerly sought an honourable and just -settle- 
ment, but there were no indications that 
England’s attitude had changed or was 
changing. 

Mr. MacEntee, dealing with the “ Boycott 
British Goods’’ campaign, said that one of 
the things that appalled him was that people 
should waste their energies in the furtherance 
of a policy which was negative and bad. = If 
those people were really concerned to advance 
the general policy of the. Government they 
could have found an outlet for their energies 
in a much more helpful way. Those. who 
were concerned in the boycott campaign 
should give the Government credit for at 
least as much zeal and enthusiasm as they 


had. 


AN ASSURANCE, 


Regarding the pressure put on traders, he 
stated that the Minister for Justice already 
had intimated that he would offer protection, 
if necessary, to traders who were subjected to 
unwarrantable interference in their iness. 
The traders must bear in mind the conse- 
quences of flouting public opinion. 

Mr. MULCAHY—Now we have it all. 

The MINISTER—Yes; the consequences of 
flouting public opinion, but we feel that we 
are as competent as anybody else to judge 
what public opinion is. 
say that until the Government prohibits the 
import of any article there is no justification 
for the boycott. 

Mr. MULCAHY asked if an order had been

“ Wheat,”’ said it was easy to grow, required 

comparatively little capital, 


desirable crop to cultivate on fresh land in 
preparation for the ordinary tillage rotation. 


tillage in the Saorstat there arose the possi- 
bility of producing sufficient wheat to meet 
their requirements. ‘They could do that. 
For the period 1927-1931 inclusive the average 
yield of wheat in this country was 21.2 cwts. 

r statute acre, or 34.1 ¢wts. per Irish acre. 
This was definitely superior to the yield 
figure for En , which was, approxi- 


| mately, 18 cwts. 


Here they had an extensive sowing period 
—from September to April—and provided 
suitable varieties were sown, it was almost 
certain that a mature crop would result. The 
Free State growing period for wheat was 300 
days. Irish wheat was also fortunate in that 
the wheat crop was comparatively free from 
the attacks of insect and fungoid pests which 
work havoc in other countries. 


EFFECT OF RAIN, 


While. the amount of © rainfall in this 
country exceeded’ what was required for 
wheat-growing, experience showed that ex- 
cess of rain, within limits, did not reduce 
the. mad capacity of wheat; but 
it might add to the cost of production, 
especially if rain occurred during the harvest- 
ing of the crop. It’ was also setious in 
late winter or early spring, on badly-drained 
soils, The waterloggmg difliculty might be 
overcome, as in the past, by sowing the wheat 
on-tidges. The moisture content of Irish 
wheat. was undoubtedly high, and, as it could 
not safely be stored in bulk, it would be 
necessary when large areas of wheat were 
grown to provide for the drying of the grain, 
as in the case of barley. 

There was evidence that native wheats pro- 
duced on the whole the best quality grain in 
wet years. The first demonsttation of that 
was afforded by the large stale wheat experi- 
ments conducted by the Department of Agri- 
culture during the years “1925-26 and 1926-27. 
In the wet year of 1927 95 per cent. of the 
vamp submitted were ig good milling 
quality. . 

There was no native variety capable of pro- 
ducing a flour equalling the strength of Mani- 
toba No. 1, the nearest approximate being 
Red Stettin No. 13; but attempts have been 
made in this country and in Great Britain 
to produce strong wheats by sowing imported 
varieties which in their native habitats are 
capable of producing exceptional strength. 
Many of these varieties lose their strength 
when grown here, but Red Fife- maintains its 
strength. 

Reference was also made to the importance 
of- using wheat as a food for live-stock. 


GOVERNMENT’S AIM. 


Dr. Ryan, Minister for Agriculture, in pro- 
posing a vote of thanks to the lecturer, said 
that the object of the Government was to 
distribute the amount hitherto paid for 
imported .wheat, and flour to Free State 
farmers. and millers. It was _ proposed 
to do that. by providing a _ guaranteed 
price and a guaranteed .market. The 
intention was to get wheat grown at 
the lowest cost to the taxpayer. The price 
was fixed so as to permit freedom of com- 
merce between ‘the. miller and the farmer. 
The farmer was, however, fortified by the 
knowledge that the flour miller must. use a 
proportion of home-grown grain, and was, 
therefore, in a position to make a good 
bargain. The fixing of a standard price acted 
as An imducement to the farmer to market 
his: wheat in the best possible condition. 
addition, when the bounty came to be paid 
it would be found that some farmers would 
get more than the guaranteed price, and 
some would get less. They might have fixed 
the price too high or they might have fixed 
it. too. low, but they would not raise it if 
there was any hope of getting sufficient wheat 
grown at that price. 

Mr. A. P. Matthews, in seconding the 
motion, as a grower of wheat for the past 
20 years, did not think it could be grown on 
a large scale with any hope of success.

proposition for the farmer who grew it or 
for the taxpayer who subsidised it. It ought 
to be admitted that in this country wheat- 
| growing was more precarious than any other 
| grain crop. The return from it was lower 
| than from oats or barley, and it took more 
out of the land. Why was it that they had 
| 600,000 acres under oats, and only 30,000 
acres under wheat? Was it that the farmers 
for generations past had been all wrong and 
Mr. Caffrey, right? He agreed that wheat 
was as good as oats for feeding live stock, 
but was there any commercial reason why 
they should not subsidise oats instead of 
wheat? 

Why should they not subsidise oats, barley, 
mangels and turnips? By subsidising these 
nr ga ee would subsidise winter dairying 
and the production of fat cattle in winter. 
Personally he was against. subsidies: but if 
they wanted to force the consumer to eat 
what he did not like, why not subsidise rye, 
which could be grown anywhere? 

“I do not think that any scheme for sub- 
sidising wheat will increase tillage,’’ added 
Mr. Hogan. ‘‘ The wheat will probably be 
grown as a substitute for oats or barley. We 
had exactly the same experience with beet. 
There is only one way you can increase 
tillage. That is to subsidise the existing 
economy—the production of live-stock and 
live-stock. products.”’ 

‘In conclusion, Mr. Hogan stated that Mr. 
Caffrey had done agiatlicent work in plant 
breeding. It was extremely hard to say what 
amount of money he had put into the pockets 
of farmers by the production of Glasnevin 
Sonas Oats. He hoped that Mr. Caffrey, who 
had a high reputation outside this country, 
would. continue this important work.

It was bad economy, 
he said, to save money on housing, because 
the health services were largely nullified by 
the conditions in which people had to live in 
the slums. oe 
Sir Percy Harris expressed the opinion 
that the time was not yet ripe for the State 
and ‘local authorities to stand aside and leave 
the whole responsibility to private enterprise. 

Mr. Dickie said that a factor to be con- 
sidered was that there were nearly 300,000 
building. operatives out of work, and they 
had tg be maintained at the expense of the 
State. It was surely better to subsidise 
houses than to subsidise idleness.

GOVERNMENT ATTITUDE. 

Mr. G. H. Shakespeare Eo a Sec- 
retary to the Ministry of Health) said that

AUSTRIA’S FINE FIGHT AGAINST 
ENGLAND.

At Stamford Bridge yesterday. Ilampson . (2) 
Houghton, and Crooks scored of England, peed

In every particular the Austrians played the 
game well Fast and clever individually, they 
combined admirably, and lasted in a way showing 
the result of perfect training, while their ability 
fo fight back in the endeavour to turn impending 
defeat into victory aroused a great company to 
enthusiasm, As a team they displayed some 
superiority over England, and, possibly, only 
familirity with the scene enabled the home side to 
come through a sirenuons strugale successfully. 

SPLENDID PASSING. 

The Austrians excelied in short passing. and 
towards the end of the game one movement begun 
by the centre-half was absolutely perfect. Passes 
went so accurately that six men were in the exact 
position ready for the hall, which each of them 
used to make progress without any check until the 
inside right shot straight at Hibbs, a thrilling 
movement, when the score stood at 4-2 in favour of 
England. 

That example was typical of the precision with 
which the Austrians did almost everything. Speedy 
and skilfnl in footwork, they were a really great 
side. Quick on the ball, they did their tackling 
go sorely that they often robbed an opponent, and 
they did not shirk charging when on the defensive. 
The Knalishmen, however, avoided efforts to knock 
opponents off the ball, and, no doubt because of 
this, the game revealed Association football at its 
highest standard. 

Cool and resourceful in defence, the Austrians 
often cleared from near their own goal and set their 
front lide in motion. ‘Their halves and full-backs 
possessed the ability to deprive on-coming forwards 
of the ball, and with Widen, a very tall, expert 
goalkeeper, their defence made scoring a very diffi- 
cult matter. 

England settled down at once to a very strong 
game. Every man seemed in form, and the ability 
of Uart, the centre-half, to get through his duties, 
both in defence avd in supporting the attack, cave 
England greater all-round power than in the engage- 
ments against Ireland and Wales. Walker and 
Jack helped Tiampson with plenty of passes, while

_ ENGLAND'S EARLY LEAD. 

Occasionally the England forwards found a clean 
way ig the Anstrian defence, and the two 
goals which Hampson scored during the first half 
came from very rapid movements.

CASE OF BANK CLERH. 


FURTHER CHARGES OF 

FORGERY OF CHEQUES. 

(BEFORE MR. CUSSEN.) . 
Patrick B. Kehoe (39), of Springmount, 
Shankill, Co. Dublin, a clerk in the employ- 
ment of the National Banking Company, 
Colleze Green, Dublin, was charged on 
remand with having, on dates between 
December 8th. 1925, and November 23rd of 
this year, fraudulently embezzled £5,600 
received by him for and on account of his 
employers. 

When the case was called yesterday there 
were fresh charges against Kehoe of having 
forged three cheques, one on August 7th, 
1931, for £2,800; one in December, 1931, for 
£3,100, and another for £5,600, all purport- 
ing to be drawn by R. McCrea, a customer 
of the bank. 

Detective V. Gordon, in evidence, said that 
when the additional charges were read over 
to Kehoe that morning he made no reply. 

Mr. R. McCrea, a merchant, of South Great 
George’s street, said that the signatures on 
the back of the cheques were not in his hand- 
writing, and he did not authorise anyone to 
draw cheques in his name. ; 

A handwriting expert, Captain Quirke, 
having given evidence, Kehoe was returned 
for trial. Bail was fixed at £000 and two 
sureties of £500 each.

OFFICIALS CHARGED WITLI 
CONVERSION. 
(BEFORE MR. LITTLE.) 

Prominent Free State Association football 
officials gave evidence in a case in which 
the Chairman, Secretary and Treasurer of 
the Leinster Junior League were charged 
with conversion. 

The accused men were Charles Kenny, 
Donnycarney; Patrick Richardson, Matl- 
borough street, Dublin, and William Murphy, 
Wilson’s place, Lower Mount street, Dublin. 
They were charged with converting to their 
own use sums vf £5, £6 and £123 7s. Gd. 
respectively, entrusted to them by the 
Leinster Footl all Association. 

Mr. Blood-Simyth, solicitor, appeared for 
Richardson and Kenny, and Mr. T. Maguire, 
solicitor, for Murphy. Mr. E. H. Burne, 
solicitor, appeared for the Leinster Football 
Association. : 

Mr. Burne said that no proper method of 
keeping cash accounts had been follow ed. 

Mr Blood-Smyth said that Kenny and 
Richardson admitted having received the 
sums in respect of which they were prose- 
cuted. and said that they were both willing 
to refund them. 

Mr. Maguire said that Murphy had a per- 
fectly good defence, because he hall not been 
provided with a proper account of the money. 
He argued that the summons was irregular, 
as the Association had not in the rules 
proved its claim to the moneys. | 

John Ryder, Sandymount avenue, Dublin, 
Secretary of the Football Association of the 
Irish Free State, and W. F. Sheeran, >t. 
Peter’s road, Dublin, Secretary of the 
Leinster Football Association, gave evidence 
of the administration of football, Sheeran 
said that last September he wrote to 
Murphy and Richardson asking for accounts 
and documents, and received only various 
League accounts, which were of no use to 
him. Then he called a meeting of the 
Emergency Committee of the Association, 
which the three accused men were asked to 
attend, and which Murphy did not attend. 
At this meeting Richardson said that a loan 
of £5 had been made with the concurrence 
of himself and Murphy to Kenny for his own 
personal purposes. Murphy attended a later 
meeting, where the bank-book was produced, 
which showed a credit of £12, when it should 
have been almost £360. Murphy said that 
the figures were not correct, but would not 
commit himself, saying that ne would make 
a statement to the auditors. That meeting 
set up a committee to investigate and to take 
control of the League and its finances. In 
October the witness received books and docu- 
ments. which were useless, from Richardson, 
and receipt books and papers from Murphy, 
but no money from either. ! 

Replying to Mr. Maguire, Mr. Sheeran said 
that Murphy had explained that he was. un- 
able to attend the first meeting because he 
was delayed at work. and when Murphy did 
appear he promised to produce all the 
accounts for the auditors, and said that the 
Committee of the L.F.A. had no jurisdiction 
over him. 

The hearing was adjourned until December 
15th.

WINDFALL FOR CHINESE 


BONDHOLDERS. 
——— 


Notwithstanding the fact that the volume 
of business transacted in the London Stock 
markets, as a whole, yesterday remained on 
a limited scale, a generally firm tone pre- 
vailed, and the bulk of the movements re- 
sulting from the day s business were in the 
right direction, a number of them being of 
substantial amounts, Oils provided an ex- 
ception, and quotations in this department 
were marked off sharply all round, although 
at one time the lower priced issues were in 
keen demand, : . 

An interesting feature arose in the Foreign 
Government, Stock markets in the form of a 
windfall for certain holders of the Chinese 5 
p.c.

A proportion of 
these is drawn from repayment annually on 
December Ist, and owing to the depreciation 
in sterling the fact that these are secured 
both as to interest and principal in gold dol- 
lars caused them to be dealt in around 158, 
against the 1083 for the “Boxer” Bonds, 
which were not drawn.
